— Another  of  Bloomfield’s  oldest  and 
best-known  citizens  has  died— Mr.  Amzt 
L.  Baldwin,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age. 
Mr.  Baldwin,  in  the  prosperous  period 
succeeding  the  war,  was  engaged  with  his 
sons  in  carrying  on  an  extensive  box-mak¬ 
ing  and  lumber  business,  on  Orange  St. 
Of  late  years  he  has  not  been  in  business, 
and  has  resided  with  his  son,  Wm.  Bal¬ 
dwin,  of  Spruce  street,  at  whose  home  he 
died  on  the  27th  ult.  The  funeral  took 
place  Thursday  last. 

— The  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Westmin¬ 
ster  and  Park  M.  E.  Churches  held  their 
Christmas  entertainments  on  Wednesday 
eveniag.  At  the  Westminster  church  there 
was  a  fine  programme  of  vocal  and  instru¬ 
mental  music,  the  Euterpean  Society  as¬ 
sisting,  and  presents  were  distributed  from 
a  Christmas  tree.  At  the  Park  M.  E. 
church,  Santa  Claus  was  present  and  con¬ 
tributed  greatly  to  the  amusement  of  the 
little  people.  There  were  also  recitations 
by  the  children  and  vocal  and  instrumen¬ 
tal  music. 

— Mr.  Dennis  Osborn,  a  well-known 
and  wealthy  merchant  of  Newark,  was 
killed  by  a  collision  with  the  locomotive 
of  a  Bloomfield  train  at  Roseville,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  evening.

The  funeral  of  the  deceased  takes 
place  to-day  at  2  P.  M.  in  Newark,  and 
the  burial  will  be  in  Bloomfleld  cemeteiy. 

— Our  fellow  citizen,  Mr.  Robert  Graham, 
received  on  Christmas  day  the  sad  news 
of'  the  sudden  death  of  his  eldest  son,  at 
Derby.  England.  He  was  a  journalist  of 
brilliant  abilities  and  for  iqpny  years  held 
prominent  positions  on  the  editorial ‘staff 
of  some  of  the  principal  English  newspa¬ 
pers.  His  gentle,  kindly  character,  added 
to  his  abilities  gained  him  many  friends 
both  here  and  in  England,  who  deeply  re¬ 
gret  his  loss.  His  mother  has  been  for  a 
long  time  a  great  Invalid,  and  in  her  pres¬ 
ent  weak  condition  thl  shock  has  com 
pleteiy  prostrated  her.
